Subject: Resolution Aufhorlzing the Catveyance of County Owned Right-of-Way to the
Florida Department of Transportation in Accordance with F.S. 125.38 for No
Monetary Consideration for Improvements Along State Road 997 (SW 177
Avenue/Krome Avenue) Between SW 136 Street and SR 94 (SW 88

Street/Kendall Drive), in Section 1, Township 55 South, Range 38 East .

Recommendation

It is recommended that the Board of County Commissioners (Board) approve the attached
Resolution and authorize the Chairman or Vice Chairman of the Board to execute a County
Deed conveying the right-of-way identified as Parcel 112.1. The Public Works and Waste
Management Department (PWWM) has no objection to this right-of-way being conveyed.

Scope
The right-of-way to be conveyed is located within Commissioner Juan Zapata’s District 11.

Fiscal Impact/Funding Source

There is no fiscal impact to Miami-Dade County due to this conveyance. Conveying this right-of-
way will not result in an increase in revenue from property taxes since land used as right-of-way
is exempt from paying taxes, The funding source for FDOT's eventual project is District 6 Trust
fund (MPQO Project Num, DT2496147-FY 2014/15-2018/1¢ TIP-Approved June 19, 2014).

Track Record/Monitor

PWWM is the entity overseeing this project and the person responsible for monitoring this
conveyance is Mr. Carlos Socarras, Section Head, Right-of-Way Engineering Section, Roadway
Engineering and Right-of-Way Division.

Background :
FDQOT plans to reconstruct two (2) existing lanes, and add two (2) new lanes along State Road

8997 (SW 177 Avenue/Krome Avenue) between SW 136 Street and SR 94 (SW 88
Street/Kendall Drive). The scope of this project (length 3.5 miles) includes; addition of a median
to provide road safety, realignment of intersections at Kendall Drive and SW 136 Street to
enhance sight distances and lane balance, upgrade of signage, lighting, and traffic signals at
those intersections, widening from two (2) lanes to four (4) lanes of this road section, and
upgrade of road drainage where necessary. The parcel is legally described in Exhibit “A" of the
attached County Deed, and its location is depicted in Exhibit "B” of the attached Resolution. The
work is scheduled to commence by June 2016.

RIGHT-OF-WAY LOCATED IN SECTION 1, TOWNSIIP 55
SOUTH, RANGE 38 EAST IDENTIFIED AS PARCEL NO.
112.1; AUTHORIZING THE CONVEYANCE OF SAME TO
THE FLORIDA DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION IN
ACCORDANCE WITH FLORIDA STATUTE SECTION 125.38
AT NOMINAL SUM OF $10.00 FOR IMPROVEMENTS
ALONG STATE ROAD 997 BETWEEN SW 136" STREET
AND STATE ROAD 94; AUTHORIZING THE COUNTY
MAYOR OR MAYOR’S DESIGNEE TO TAKE ALL ACTIONS
NECESSARY TO ACCOMPLISH THE CONVEYANCE OF
SAID PROPERTY; AND AUTHORIZING THE CHAIRPERSON
OR VICE CHAIRPERSON OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY
COMMISSIONERS TO EXECUTE A COUNTY DEED FOR
SUCH PURPOSES

WHEREAS, the Board desires to accomplish the purposes outlined in the accompanying
memorandum, a copy of which is incorporated herein by reference; and

WHEREAS, the Florida Department of Transportation (the “FDOT”) desires to acquire
certain County-owned right-of-way, identified as Parcel No. 112.1, which is located at the
intersection of State Road 997 (SW 177™ Ave/Krome Avenue) and SW 104® Street as identified
in the attached Exhibit “A” and depicted in the attached Exhibit “B” (the “Right-of-Way”), and
has applied to the County for the conveyance of same for the proposed widening of State Road
997 from two lanes to four lanes in Miami—Dade County; and

WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 125.38 of the Florida Statutes, the Board has

determined that it is in the best interest of the County to convey the Right-of-Way to the FDOT

for the purpose of road widening at no cost; and

WHEREAS, the Board finds that pursuant to Section 125.38 of the Florida Statutes, said
Right-of-Way is required and can be used by the FDOT for such purposes, is not nceded fér
County purposes, and will be utilized for the benefit of the public and community interest and
welfare; and

WHEREAS, the acceptance of the Right-of-Way by FDOT is in accordance with Section
337.25, Florida Statutes, governing FDOT’s acceptance of the right-of-way donations for
transportation facilities; and

WHEREAS, this conveyance is for the construction of County infrastructure, and
therefore is not subject to the provisions of Resolution No. 909-14,

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY
COMMISSIONERS OF MIAMI-DADE COUNTY, FLORIDA, that:

Section 1. The foregoing recitals are incorporated in this resolution and are approved.

Section2.  This Board (a) declares the Right-of-Way as surplus, (E) pursuant to
Section 125.38, Florida Statutes, authorizes the conveyance of the Right-of-Way to FDOT for
nominal sum of $10.00, by County Deed in substantially the form attached hereto as Exhibit “17,
subject to the restrictions that such property be used for public and transportation purposes and
other purposes incidental thereto, (c) authorizes the County Mayor or Mayor’s designee to take
all actions necessary to accomplish the conveyance of the Right-of-Way, and (d) authorizes the
execution of said County Deed by the Board of County Commissioners acting by the
Chairperson or Vice Chairperson of the Board.

Section 3.  Pursuant to Resolution No. R-974-09, this Board directs the County Mayor
or County Mayor’s designee (a) to record the instrument of éonveyance approved herein in the

Public Records of Miami-Dade County, b) to provide a recorded copy of said instrument to the
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Clerk of the Board within 30 days of execution of said instrument, ¢) to attach and permanently
store a recorded copy of said instrument together with this resolution, and (d) to deliver a
recorded copy of said instrument to the District Secretary of the Florida Department of
Transportation.
